"In addition, we (city) don't have the 


right-of-way to adequately install a 
protected lane," he noted. 


What are the suggested single-member 


precincts the Charter Review Committee 
is presenting to the City Commission? 


The charter reviewers are suggesting 


six city precincts, a combination of 1 and 2, 
3A and 3, and IB and 4, plus providing for 
individual commission representation 
from 2A, 4A and 1A. 


Charter committee chairman Jack 


Russell says the arrangement, while not 
the only one possible, is a "logical" one if 
trying to limit the commission's size to six 
commissioners and a mayor. 


Russell says that after combining Pets. 1 


and 2 to insure black representation and 3 
and 
3A to provide for

into place. The combinations are based on 
keeping a fairly equal number of voters in 
each single-member precinct. 


Russell adds that seeking a different 


number of precincts would lead to dif- 
ferent arrangement.

NC board okays

TRINIDAD — Complaining of 


Trinity River flooding and 
pollution, 30 people from the 
Mid-Trinity 
called 
on 
the 


Trinity River Authority to fully 
implement the river's master 
plan as a means to control these 
problems during a four-hour 
public hearing here Tuesday 
night. 


Many of them were civic 


booster 
and 
governmental 


officials who gave a whole- 
hearted endorsement to the 
plan as it stands, most par- 
ticularly the Tennessee Colony 
Lake and Trinity Barge Canal. 


But 
others 
opposed 
the.' 


project. Committee members 
resisted the alternate plans 
suggested during the hearing. 


STATE REP. Fred Head, a 


recent arrival in Henderson 
County from Troup, set the 
tenor of the meeting in his 
welcoming address to the crowd 
of 250, remarking at one time 
that "I don't know of any 
downside to the development of 
this project." 


Planning committee chair- 


man Guy Jackson of Anahuac 
set the guidelines 
for the 


speakers folloiwng what he 
called "the famous 
David 


Brune slide presentation." 


Brune, 
TRA 
General 


Manager, gave a brief updating 
of TRA activities. 


It was then time for the 


speakers to appear in earnest, 
and try to get their say said 
before the four minute time 
limit expired. About half the 
speakers got through their 
prepared speeches in time, and 
those who didn't were cordially 
halted by Jackson who often 
credited 
them 
with 
having 


"made the four-minute mile." 


HENDERSON County Judge 


Winston Reagan, the first to 
speak, said he was "tired of the 
delays caused by ecological 
groups. We didn't lose the war 
at the battle of the Alamo. 
Neither did we lose the Master 
Plan in the election of 1973." 


A proposed tax increase and 


bond program to finance the 
barge canal and Tennessee 
Colony in 1973 was defeated in a 
17-county, basin-wide election. 
Henderson and Navarro County 
endorsed the proposals. 


John Hays of Payne Springs 


and Ronald McElroy of Athens 
echoed the sentiments of Judge 
Reagan before the first of four 
alternative speakers, Jim Bush 
of Rice, established the general 
tenor for the dissent.

inherent in the barge canal, 
Bush, secretary of the Citizens 
Organization 
for

Trinity, also told the committee 
the canal would be "a $2 billion 
ditch." 


As he completed his speech,

phrases in Huntsville (the first 
hearing) and I suggest you 
C.O.S.T. people come up with 
some different wording." 


Questioned by Dallas TRA 


member A.W. Cullum about the 
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detrimental statistics he quoted 
concerning

Project at the mouth of Trinity, 
Bush said that even if en- 
vironmental aspects of that 
project could be resolved he 
would still oppose it on the basis 
of its rising costs: "The first 
estimates for the project were 
$9 million; then they were 
raised to $16 million; now they 
are $28.8 million."

with the planned renovation of 
the 
campus' 
administration 


building, a project which is 
expected to cost nearly $700,000 
and take about a year to 
complete. 


The 
board 
unanimously 


approved the final plans for the 
work after an oral presentation 
by architects from Fred Buford 
& Associates, a Dallas firm. 


FINANCING FOR the project 


has not yet been finalized, but 
President Kenneth Walker told 
the board that he saw no 
problems in arranging for the 
funding. 


Dr. Walker said he expected 


that the renovations would be 
financed on a short term basis, 
with the loan being retired as 
anticipated federal and state 
aid flowed into the campus, 
probably within five years. 


The trustees also voted to 


begin advertising for bids on the 
job and tentatively set July 31 
as the selection date. They 
further discussed postponing 
the regular July meeting until 
that date rather than holding 
two meetings next month. 


The 
proposed 
renovations 


include a new portico and en- 
tryway for the building, an air 
conditioning system and in- 
terior modifications which will 
create new classrooms, offices 
and 
lecture 
halls. 
Main 


hallways will be floored with 
terazzo and the walls covered 
with 
an 
easily 
maintained 


paneling, architects explained. 
Ceilings in the building will also 
be lowered to economize on 
heating and cooling costs. 


OTHER WORK included in 


the project is the lowering of 
outside drains to eliminate an 
existing drainage problemf and" 
some structural work on the 
building so that air conditioning 
units can be mounted on the 
roof. 


Board members questioned 


the architects on several details 
about the 21 pages of con- 


struction plans before the vote 
was taken. 


Other business 
considered 


during the short meeting was 
the approval of the May budget, 
the authorization of a study to 
see if group automobile in- 
surance for faculty and staff, 
with premiums paid by each

NEW YORK (AP) — "When 


we hit the ground, I thought it 
was the end of the world. It 
was deathly quiet. Then we 
heard the explosion and saw 
the fire." 


From her hospital bed, stew- 


ardess Mary Mooney described 
the crash of the Eastern Air- 
lines jet that killed more than 
100 persons Tuesday. 


Miss Mooney, 28, and steward 


Robert Hoefler, 29, were among 
the 14 survivors.

Attorney for the Corsicana 


Independent School District and 
for 18 area land owners argued 
before a nine-woman, three- 
man 
jury 
until 5:30 p.m. 


yesterday over whether or not 
the district's assessments of 
area lands was accurate. 


Scheduled today is further 


testimony from plaintiff wit- 
nesses, either parties to the suit 
or officials connected with the 
school district. 


JURY SELECTION in the 


case took 3% hours, with at- 
torneys 
from 
both 
sides 


questioning prospective jurors 
collectively and individually on 
points which might bias them in 
trying the case. 


Before the first witness took 


the stand after ' lunch, the 
mostly middle-aged jury heard 
depositions read 
from 
Tax 


Assessor-Collector 
George 


Caperton and from Tom Moore, 
a 
member 
of the 
school 


district's Board of Equalization. 


Bill Dunnam, a Waco at- 


torney representing the suing 
landowners, first questioned the 
landowners 
concerning 


specifics about their property 
and then asked them to name a 
fair market value for their land. 
Specifically, Dunnan sought to 
challenge the district's method 
of classifying lands in four 
major categories as a part of 
determining the fair market 
value. 


THOSE FOUR classifications 


— tillable soil, pasture land, 
flood land and brush land — are 


too broad and general to be 
useful 
in accurately deter- 


mining the value of property, 
the plaintiffs maintain. 


Yet 
when 
questioned 
by 


defense attorneys, 
the lan- 


downers admitted to the court 
that these were valid con- 
siderations in determining the 
land values, and sometimes 
critical to that process. 


Defense 
attorney 
Matt 


Dawson also questioned several 
of the witnesses about how they 
arrived at a fair market value 
for 
their 
properties. 
Using 


figures from recent land sales 
near the homes of some of the 
witnesses, Dawson quizzed the 
landowners as to how their 
estimates could be as much as a 
third less than the price nearby 
land had sold for recently. 


WITNESSES WERE ALSO 


asked whether they had ap- 
peared before the Board of 
Equalization to complain about 
their higher taxes. One witness, 
W. F. Eckhardt, told jurors he 
appeared but that the board 
"refused to hear me," ap- 
parently 
unaware that 
the 


board had revalued his property 
after 
his 
appearance 
and 


lowered his taxes. 


Tillman L. Rogers told the 


jury his land went from a 1973 
appraised value of $3,800 to a 
1074 value of $13,600. Upon 
cross-examination 
however, 


1974 value of $13,600. Upon 
cross-examination 
however, 


'Rogers told the court he had 
been informed yesterday that a 
"mathematical error" had been 
made in computing his taxes 
and that a partial refund check 
was being prepared. 


Caperton took the stand and 


explained that since Rogers did 
not complain, no check of the 
figures . was 
made 
until 


preparations for the lawsuit 
began. 


ANOTHER 
PLAINTIFF, 


Cullen W. Dunn, testified that 
he considered the fair market 
value of his land to be $80 an 
acre. The school district ap- 
praisal was set at an average of 
$200 an acre, which Dunn said 
was far too high. 


Dawson, however, cited the 


sale of property adjacent to 
Dunn, 
which 
brought 
an 


average of $800 an acre in 
recent weeks. 


Dunnam called such sales 


"funny money sales," where 
speculators agree to a lucrative 
price but are required to pay 
only the interest on the total 
price for several years. 


Dawson countered with a 


reminder that "fair market 
value" means what a willing 
buyer will pay a willing seller, 
not simply a feeling as to what 
the land is worth. 


AS ONE JUROR NODDED 


periodically to sleep, attorneys 
from both sides directed and re- 
directed questions to the wit- 
nesses 
concerning 
im- 


provements to their land and 
how these improvements would 
affect the value. 


Testimony from J. C. Johnson 


brought smiles to the courtroom 
late in the day when Johnson 
told the court what he con- 
sidered to be the value of his 
house and why he thought his 
taxes were too high at $30 a 
year.

Shak says it's not a way to 


make a living but a crusade to 
overturn the nation's 
traffic 


violations system by exploiting 
legal and procedural weak- 
nesses. 


In Hawaii, as in other states, 


a driver receives a ticket from a 
policeman and unless he wants 
to contest it simply pays the fine 
prescribed for the offense. Shak 
rages against this: 


"It's really no different than 


if you handed the police officer 
$10 to forget a violation, except 


that you hand it to the state in- 
stead." 


Few motorists realize what a 


traffic ticket really is, Shak 
says. 


"It's not a legal document," 


he says. "It's nothing more than 
a notification from the police 
officer that he intends to file a 
complaint against you for the 
alleged violation." 


Though traffic codes may ap- 


pear to give the ticket the status 
of a court summons, Shak says 
that under the U.S. Constitution 
only judges can issue a sum- 
mons. Under the Constitution, 


then, the motorist would be 
legally required only to respond 
to a court summons issued after 
failure to respond voluntarily to 
the citation. 


The Hawaii Chapter of the 


American Civil Liberties Union 
says it believes Shak's reason- 
ing is sound but has no plans to 
challenge the legality of cita- 
tions. 


When motorists pay $5 to join 


Motorists Inc., Shak guarantees 
that if they ever end up in court 
because of a traffic ticket he 
will pay the 
fine or com- 


pensation for any required 


court appearances and legal 
fees. 


Over the past 10 years, Shak 


says, about 5 per cent of his 
clients had to show up in court 
and one-quarter of those even- 
tually paid a fine. 


The state Consumer Protec- 


tor's Office says it hasn't had 
any complaints about Shak's 
operation. 


How does the system work? 


In effect Shak is offering to 
cover a driver's bet that the 
government won't be able to 
prosecute successfully. 


Shak counts on the normal 


administrative lapse of six 
months between the citation 
and the court summons. By that 
time the officer who gave the 
ticket may no longer be 
available to testify against a 
driver contesting the ticket or 
will have forgotten too much 
about the case to be a per- 
suasive witness. "In many 
cases they can no longer posi- 
tively identify the person they 
gave the ticket to," Shak says. 


Thus the government may go 


to court with a weak case, or 
decide against pursuing the 
case at all. Government spokes- 


men had no comment on the 
disposition of cases in relation 
to Shak's theory. 


Not surprisingly, officials dis- 


agree with this and with Shak's 
entire approach to traffic viola- 
tions. 


"He has the right to try any- 


thing he likes," says Tom 
Ikuda, administrator of the Dis- 
trict Court Traffic Violation Bu- 
reau. "In fact I like him, and I 
think he's a very, very smart 
man." 


Maj. Clifford Anderson, head 


of the Honolulu Police Depart- 
ment Traffic Division, defends 


the citation system as con- 
venient: "We issue traffic tick- 
ets instead of dragging each 
motorist down to the police sta- 
tion for booking, fingerprinting 
and bail." 


Shak says that he has to sub- 


sidize Motcr'sts Inc. by driving 
a cab. And he says that the en- 
terprise hasn't always had the 
money to live up to its promises. 


"For those people who had to 


pay their own (fine), we keep 
their record on file and have 
promised them we will pay 
them as a soon as we get the 
money," Shak says. 


New threat from the north brings unity to South Korea 


(AP) - A 


quarter century after the start 
of the Korean War fear of a 
new invasion from the Commu- 
nist North has brought at least 
temporary political unity to 
South Korea. 


Despite restrictions on free- 


dom imposed by their present 
government, 
South 
Koreans 


still regard themselves as en- 
joying a better economic and 
political life than the North Ko- 
reans. 


Their country is one of Asia's 


leaders economically. 
Seoul, 


the capital, now is a bustling 
metropolis with a subway sys-

tem. Industry and commerce, 
although troubled by worldwide 
inflation and recession, 
has 


reached modern proportions. 


American veterans of the Ko- 


ran War, returning now, would 
find vast changes in society. 


Begun June 25,1950, and end- 


ed July 27, 1953, the Korean 
War resulted in nearly six mil- 
lion military and civilian casu- 
alties, including 33,000 Ameri- 
can dead. 


It touched off two decades of 


hostility between the United 
States and the People's Repub- 
lic of China when Chinese "vol- 
unteers" poured in to help the 


retreating North Koreans. Less 
than 10 years later fear of 
Communist 
domination 
of 


Southeast Asia prompted the 
United States to become in- 
volved in Indochina. 


The American setbacks in 


Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos 
coupled with a visit by North 
Korean leader Kim Il-sung to 
Peking — where he promised to 
come to the aid of any uprising 
in the South — has aroused 
anxious speculation here that 
he intends to test U.S. and 
South Korean resolve through 
st.epped-up guerrilla activity, a 
short stab across the demili- 


tarized zone or a full-scale in- 
vasion. 


One of those who say he be- 


lieves that Kim Il-sung might 
undertake a new invasion is the 
South Korean president, Chung 
Hee Park. Whether he is right 
or not, the threat has helped 
him bring unity among his 35 
million people. 


Until recently, South Koreans 


had been divided into camps 
supporting Park's measures 
that have deprived many of 
their civil liberties and those 
who opposed them. Park has 
contended that strict measures 
were necessary, not only to 


keep up a guard against the 
North, but to strengthen South 
Korea's economy and political 
life. 


South Korea now has the 


largest army, according to its 
Defense Ministry — 620,000 men 
as opposed to the North's 
520,000. 


The United States still has 


about 42,000 military personnel 
here, technically under the aus- 
pices of the United Nations. 


Some of Park's opponents 


had demanded the withdrawal 
of American forces unless Park 
gave in to their demands for a 
restoration of full democratic 


processes. 


But now most of the oppo- 


nents have changed. 


The U.S. presence is re- 


garded here now as a mortgage 
on future American intentions, 
evidence 
that 
Washington's 


commitments to defend the 
South will be honored. 


The Americans also remain a 


symbol of the close ties which 
have bound the United States 
and South Korea together since 
victory in World War II ousted 
the Japanese colonizers. 


Kim 
Dae-jung, the 
most 


prominent of President Park's 


opponents, says: "The Ameri- 
can troops here will encourage 
Russia and China to force Kim 
Il-sung to behave! They also 
will make Kim think it over be- 
fore doing anything rash. He 
knows they have sophisticated 
weapons, 
including 
nuclear 


ones. And even though the Ko- 
rean military will man 99 per 
ce.nt of the front, the fact that 
the Americans are here will 
boost our morale." 


University and high school 


students who not long ago were 
demonstrating against Park's 
policies have now lined up be- 
hind him in anti-Communist 
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solidarity. Even the opposition 
parties have called a halt to 
their campaign to have Park 
restore democratic 
liberties, 


judging the North Korean men- 
ace as more critical to the 
country's existence. 


On May 21 an event occurred 


which underscored the drasti- 
cally changed political mood. 
On that day Park received Kim 
Young-sam in a friendly two- 
hour conversation, only the 
fourth the president has had 
with an oppostion leader in 12 
years. 


There is talk of making Park 


a nonparty president — he now 
heads the ruling Liberal Demo- 
cratic Republican party — and 
leaving the day-to-day govern- 
ing to a coalition government 
which would include the opposi- 
tion New Democrats. 


Not everyone has jumped on 


the unity bandwagon, however. 
Some 400 Seoul National Uni- 
versity students late in May 
staged a campus rally to de- 
nounce what they called an at- 
tempt by Park to use the In- 
dochina defeat and national se- 
curity as a pretext for more 
clampdowns. Most of them 
have been arrested. 


Still Park in 14 years has 


been regarded as unifier and 
economic savior as well as the 
one responsible for the restric- 
tions on freedom. 


In 1961 he ended the political 


anarchy brought about by civil- 
ian rule, imposed a sense of 
discipline, brought about recon- 
ciliation with Japan, got the 
economy into first gear and at- 
tracted foreign investment. 


South Korea today is one of 


the leading nations of Asia. Its 
people are better dressed, fed 
and housed than ever before. 
Seoul, a city of six million, is 
studded 
with 
skyscrapers, 


criss-crossed by superhighways 
and boasting its first subway 
system. 


Since 1971, when he barely 


won 
re-election, 
Park 
has 


moved not only to consolidate 
his rule but to put down dis- 
sent. His strictures were di- 
rected at students, Protestant 
and Roman Catholic social ac- 
tivists, 
the press and in- 


tellectuals. 


In the midst of the moves to- 


ward unity he puzzled and dis- 
mayed his critics on May 13 by 
issuing still another 
decree 


which virtually eliminates all 
criticism of his actions. 


Park points to a network of 


tunnels built by the North that 
cross the demilitarized zone 
and the rigorous training of 
North Korean militia as evi- 
dence the Communists mean 
business. 


The president's dilemma • is 


that in tolling the bell for war- 
time unity, he may be fright- 
ening away potential foreign in- 
vestors. 
Astronauts are 
in quarantine 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 


f AP) — A 21-day medical quar- 
antine started here Tuesday for 
the three American astronauts 
who will fly on a joint U.S.-Rus- 
sian space mission next month. 


Astronauts Thomas Stafford, 


Vance D. Brand and Donald K. 
Slayton went into isolation at 
noon Tuesday with their con- 
tacts limited to 367 carefully se- 
lected 
engineers and tech- 


nicians. 


The astronauts are scheduled 


to be launched July 15 for a 
nine-day orbital mission which 
will include two days of docked 
operations with a Soviet space- 
craft. 


Under the rules of the quar- 


antine, the astronauts will live 
in trailers at the Johnson Space 
Center and be confined to care- 
fully chosen areas where they 
will Continue training for their 
mission. 


The astronauts' wives are the 


only relatives who will be per- 
mitted contact with the three 
men. Medical rules call for ail 
persons who approach within 
six feet of the astronauts to 
wear surgical masks. 


Stafford, Brand and Slayton 


will be launched from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., seven hours 
after, two Russians cosmonauts 
are rocketed into orbit from 
their country. The Americans 
later will guide their Apollo 
spacecraft to a linkup with the 
Soviets' Soyuz craft. 


The 
mission, called 
the 


Apollo-Soyuz test project, is de- 
signed to test a common dock- 
ing mechanism. If the mission 
is a success, future spacecraft 
of both nations will fly using 
the common docking system. 
This will enable either of the 
world's two spacefaring nations 
to perform orbital rescue of the 
other country's space travelers.

"Go Ahead, Shoot 
Me!" 


After three drinks and an argu- 


ment about politics, Al informed 
Jeffrey that he had a good notion 
to shoot him. Jeffrey borrowed a 
pistol from the bartender, handed 
it to Al, and said: 


"Go ahead, shoot me!" 
Al proceeded to fire a bullet 


into Jeffrey's leg, the bartender 
proceeded to call a policeman, 
and the policeman proceeded to 
arrest Al for "aggravated 
as- 


sault." 


At the trial, Al insisted that 


the shot was perfectly legal be- 
cause Jeffrey had given his con- 
sent. 


But the court found him guilty 


as charged. The court said that 
regardless of the attitude of the 
victim, the community itself has 
an interest in the preservation of 
the public peace. 


Most courts agree. Further- 


more, the consent of the victim 
makes even less difference if the 
assault goes beyond the scope of 
that consent. Such a case arose 
out of a fraternity initiation. 


The pledges had submitted will- 


ingly to what they were told would 
be some "hazing." But one pledge 
was beaten so severely that he 
had to spend several weeks in the 
hospital. 


A court later found the frater- 


nity members guilty of criminal 
assault. The victim's consent to 
hazing, said the court, did not 
give the members a "carte blanche 
license" to inflict real injury. 


On the other hand, there is a 


greater tendency to recognize 
consent as a legitimate defense in 
the case of sexual relations. Thus: 


A man was charged with com- 


mitting an indecent assault upon 
a married woman. But when he 
was able to prove that she had 
freely consented to the relation- 
ship, he was found not guilty. 


The court said it was simply 


not accurate in the first place to 
describe the encounter as an "as- 


• sault."

Machel, bearded 41-year-old 
leader of the guerrilla war that 
ended Portuguese rule in East 
Africa, is to be sworn in today 
as the first president of the new 
People's Republic of Mozam- 
bique. 


Machel greeted Portuguese 


Premier Vasco Goncalves with 
a hug and long handshake be- 
fore 35,000 persons at a mid- 
night 
ceremony 
Tuesday 


marking the independence of 
Portugal's 
second 
largest 


overseas territory. 


Scores of exuberant troops of 


FRELIMO, Machel's Mozam- 
bique Liberation Front, fired 


their Chinese and Russian rifles 
at random, sending nearby per- 
sons rushing for cover and hit- 
ting at least one man. The 
shooting lasted about 20 min- 
utes. 


Japan 
immediately 
an- 


nounced recognition of the new 
People's Republic of Mozam- 
bique, Africa's 43rd independ- 
ent nation with a population of 
8.5 million and an area twice 
that of California. 


Recognition by the United 


States is expected to be a long 
time coming because of the 
revolutionary Marxist charac- 
ter of Machel's movement and 
the strong backing it has from 
both the Soviet Union and 


China. The U.S. Consulate in 
Lourenco Marques, in operation 
since 1852, closed at midnight. 


The independence ceremony 


in Machava soccer stadium 
was attended by hundreds of 
delegates from the Communist 
powers and African and other 
Third World countries. Official 
representatives from the United 
States and other major Western 
nations were not invited, but 
two black members of the U.S. 
House of Representatives 
— 


Charles C. Diggs, D-Mich., and 
Cardiss Collins, D-I11. — were 
among the Americans who 
came with personal invitations. 


Diggs said Mozambique's in- 


dependence was the "most im- 


portant 
development" 
since 


Ghana's independence in 1957. 
He said the U.S, government's 
failure to support black liber- 
ation movements in Africa has 
damaged American standing at 
the United Nations and could 
be harmful economically. 


The independence celebration 


began with a 21-gun cannon sa- 
lute into the African night 
dampened by a freak dry-sea- 
son rain. Every crash of the 
guns brought echoing shouts of 
"Viva! Viva!" 


A Portuguese sailor in dress 


whites slowly lowered the red 
and green flag of Portugal for 
the last time to the thunder of 
rolling drums and the roar of 


the largely African 
crowd. 


Even louder cheers went up as 
the Portuguese colors were re- 
placed by the new national flag 
of Mozambique — green, red, 
yellow, white and black stripes 
and an industrial cog surround- 
ing a crossed rifle and hoe over 
an open book. 


Machel declared the "total 


and complete independence of 
Mozambique," 
delivered 
a 


searing attack on colonialism 
and imperialism and called for 
national sacrifice. The speech 
was laced with Marxist rhetoric 
underlining the new regime's 
solidarity with the socialist na- 
tions of the world.

(AP) - 


"Tent City," the first home on 
American territory for more 
than 90,000 Vietnamese refu- 
gees, is being pulled down. 


The temporary shelter's last 


3,800 residents were moved to 
permanent buildings elsewhere 
on the Pacific Island after a 
tropical downpour drenched the 
camp on Tuesday. 


There are still more than 15,- 


000 refugees on Guam, in- 
cluding 1,200 who have asked to 
return to their homeland. 


Fearing Tent City would be 


flattened by a typhoon, officials 
became anxious to shut down 
the camp when the storm sea- 
son began in May. After Tues- 


day's rain, the last residents of 
Tent City were moved out. 


Seabees began folding 50,000 


cots and dismantling 3,200 tents 
today. A Navy spokesman said 
it will take about a week to dis- 
mantle the compound. 


The 540 Army troops who ran 


Tent City have started packing 
their gear to return to Hawaii, 
though they must compete with 
refugees for space on outbound 
flights. 


Tent City held as many as 


40,000 residents at a time dur- 
ing 
its 
operation 
making 


it 
the 
largest 
city 
on 


Guam. It once boasted two 
newspapers, 
a bank, daily 


church services, a Navy ex- 


change, a fleet of hot dog 
stands, eight dining halls, five 
outdoor theaters and its own 
Zip Code. 


The first refugees arrived 


April 25 as Seabees toiled 
around the clock to keep ahead 
of the influx. It was the greatest 
wave of humanity to hit Guam 
since U.S. marines and soldiers 
stormed ashore in 1944. 


Many of those who are still 


on Guam will be housed at the 
abandoned hospital compound 
at Asan Point, which has room 
for as many as 10,000 refugees 
in old barracks. Shelter for an- 
other 4,000 is available at An- 
dersen Air Force Base.

roadblock in Mexico. 


Mrs. 
Carrasco had been 


sought since last August when 
her husband died in a hail of 
gunfire during an escape break 
from state prison in Huntsville. 


Wood said Rangers found a 


car two weeks ago belonging to 
Mrs. 
Carrasco on the South 


Texas ranch of Duval County 


Judge Archer Parr where it 
had been placed in storage by 
Robert L. Forche with Parr's 
permission. The car was a 
Ford Ga'axie assembled in 
Mexico and modified to make it 
look like a Continental, investi- 
gators said. 


In San Antonio, police found 


a 1974 Thunderbird believed to 
be Mrs. Carrasco's last week 
when the lease expired on a 
storage garage where the car 
had been kept since last July, 
shortly before Carrasco's hold- 
out siege in the Huntsville pris- 
on. 


Police said the lease was 


signed by Jose A. Carrasco, 
Rosa's father-in-law; the car 
was registered to James Gil-

Marquez, a name used by Mrs. 
Carrasco, to that of the South- 
ern Calvary Christian Church. 
But he could not provide the 
original Mexican title and a 
street address for the new own- 
er and the transfer was re- 
jected. 


Forche, who claimed to be an 


ordained minister, is a former 
police chief at Mission in the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley and 
at Baytown. 


Accompanying the Mexican 


registration in the title appli- 
cation was a note which stated 
that Mrs. Carrasco Marquez 
was donating the car to the 
Southern 
Calvary Christian 


Church. It was signed by Ro- 
sario Gomez de Marquez and 
witnessed by Robert Forche. 


Shortly after the car was 


bought in Mexico, Carrasco and 
10 others were arrested with 
what police said was $20 mil- 
lion worth of cocaine and hero- 
in. 


Carrasco escaped from prison 


in October 1972 and was recap- 
tured July 22, 1973, when he 
was wounded in a Shootout at a 
motel in San Antonio. His wife 
was arrested at the same time. 


Charges against Mrs. Car- 


rasco were dropped later and 
she apparently remained in 
Corpus Christi until January 
1974 when her husband pleaded 
guilty to assault with intent to 
murder and was sentenced to 
life in prison. 


Months later he and another 


inmate were shot as they tried 
to escape from prison sur- 
rounded by a group of hos- 
tages. Two hostages also died.

Any Supplementary Security 


Income (SSI) recipient who 
enters a nursing home should 
report his change of address 
immediately to social security. 
The reason is that his monthly 
checks may be less if he moves 
to a nursing home and the state 
pays for his care. 


The SSI law provides that for 


any 
month 
in 
which 
a 


beneficiary is in a nursing home 
throughout the month and the 
Medicaid Program pays for 
over % his care, the maximum 
SSI check payable is $25.00. In 
addition, if the beneficiary has 
other income in excess of $25.00, 
the SSI check is suspended until 
he leaves the nursing home. Of 
course, 
this 
reduction 
or 


suspension 
applies 
to 
full 


months in a nursing home — is 
not affected for the month of 
entry into the home nor the 
month of departure. 


By reporting his change of 


address 
immediately 
the 


recipient may avoid 
being 


overpaid. 


In 
Texas, 
any 
person 


receiving 
SSI 
checks 
is 


automatically 
entitled 
to 


Medicaid — the State Program 
of medical care for people with 
low income. Any person who 
does not qualify for SSI checks 
will have his eligibility for 
Medicaid determined by the 
State Department of Public 
Welfare. 


Of course, the amount of 


Medicaid payments made to a 
nursing home is determined by 
the State Department of Public 
Welfare since they administer 
the Medicaid Program. Social 
Security only determines the 
individual's eligibility for SSI.

Society, said that a marker 
honoring the Pelham com- 
munity would be erected and 
dedicated there in October.

Historical Society applied for 
the marker about a month ago 
and 
received 
official 


notification of state approval 
yesterday. 


The area now known as 


Pelham, 
she 
said, 
was 


originally known only as the 
forks of the Richland, White 
Rock and Ash Creeks. It was 
believed to have been settled 
because of the social, economic 
and political advantages of- 
fered by such a waterway in- 
tersection. 


The first settlers in the area 


were "...seeking livelihood and 
companionship on or about the 
same level," according to the. 
historic brief sent to the state 
agency. 


"Politically," 
the 
brief 


continues, "the land provided a 
neighborhood 
for 
black 


families." The area is believed 
to have first been settled about 
1866. 


Mrs. Putman said an in- 


scribed site marker is being 
prepared now to honor the 
community. 


The marker will be placed on 


a triangle of land donated for 
that purpose, Mrs. 
Putman 


said.
